Founded on faith, sustained by devoted 
effort, and advanced through the years, this insti- 
tution continues to prepare nurses for both physi-

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1872 — 


Through the providence of God, means were available for Dr. Mary Paulson to 
begin her education at Battle Creek, Michigan, in preparation for her life-time of service. 
She graduated from pre-medical work in Battle Creek, spent the first three years studying 
medicine at Ann Arbor University, and graduated from Northwestern University, Women’s 
Medical, in June, 1896. The same year she married Dr. David Paulson, who had already 
graduated from medical school and was connected with the Battle Creek Sanitarium. Join- 
ing the staff there, she headed the Department of Gynecology. 


Later the course of their lives was changed as they began working in the slums of 
Chicago. When headquarters were moved further south, Dr. Mary was the only physician 
of the twenty-five room Branch Sanitarium. She taught in the Medical School, in the Nurses’ 
Training School and did lecturing. 


In the early days of the Hinsdale Sanitarium she showed utmost confidence in 
Dr. David’s faith to go ahead, devoting all her energies as co-worker with him. With the 
passing of time, increasing patient numbers necessitated enlargement. More doctors 
joined the staff, lightening Dr. Mary’s responsibilities. Dr. Mary Paulson Neil was instru- 
mental in the organization of the Hinsdale School of Nursing, was a faculty member of 
the training school and lecturer for various subjects. 


Many years of faithful service has entitled her to retirement at Azuza, California. 
(Excerpts from a sketch, written by Caroline Louise Clough.) 
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1863 — 1916 


His prayer answered, his life spared, he sought education. It was while attending 
Battle Creek College in Michigan that he became interested in medicine. The way opened 
for him to study at Ann Arbor, Michigan, and later he completed his medical training at 
Belleview Hospital, New York. While in New York, he was inspired to do medical missionary 
work for the needy of the cities. In answer to a request, Doctor Paulson with forty young 
people began working in the heart of Chicago. The Lord richly blessed them and their 
efforts to serve humanity. 


Later Doctor Paulson felt a new location in the vicinity of Chicago, but out of the 
city would be a more favorable place for a sanitarium. After much prayer and continued 
seeking a suitable building site was purchased in Hinsdale. On May 4, 1904, Doctor and 
Mrs. Paulson moved out to the little house on the grounds. Without money, but with a con- 
viction in their hearts that they were launching out in obedience to a Divine providence, 
they began the enterprise which has grown through the past fifty years and today stands 
as a memorial of consecrated service.

The history of our institution dates back to 1896 when Dr. 
Paulson and his wife established a small Training School and Sani- 
tarium at 1926 Wabash Avenue in Chicago. Later, a new location 
seemed advisable and in response to their need, Mr. C. B. Kimbell, 
resident of Hinsdale, purchased the old Beckwith Estate at Oak and 
Walnut Streets. Deeding the property to the Sanitarium and grant- 
ing twenty years for payment without interest, he paved the way for 
a growing establishment. Since 1904 many enlargements, improve- 
ments, and additions have been made. Still undergoing changes and 
realizing the need for more and better facilities within the community, 
the corner stone was laid in 1952 for an entirely new hospital unit. 
On September 27, 1953 the doors were opened and thousands 
viewed our modern and spacious building. Our “thanks” go out 
to all who contributed in making this a realization.
